Hearst Ahead on First Ballot— 
Stoneman a good Second. 


The ‘Ballot—De nerd Maris a Breeze—Then 
Hearst's Followers Confused —Leach 
Threatens te Bolt.

Sax Jose, June 22.—The Conven- 
tion was called to order at 9:30 K. M., 
Boggs presiding. Lovell, of Santa 
Clara, placed in nomination for Gov- 
ernor, Lawrence Archer, of Santa Clara. 
C.W. Quincy, of Santa Clara, seconded 
the nomination. Wallace Leach, of 
San Diego, also seconded the nomina- 
tion of Archer. 

Ball, of Yolo, eulogized Jo Hamilton 
and withdrew his name because of 
illness. 

THE FIRST BALLOT. 

On the first ballot for Governor 455 
votes were cast: Hearst, 126; Johnson, 
67; Stoneman, 117; Berry, 65; Tay- 
lor, 60; Archer, 20. 

A BREEZY EPISODE. 

Dr. Shorb explained that he could 
not vote to maintain a rule in a Demo- 
cratic convention so infernally mean 
that the Republican party had repu- 
diated it. This excited one of the Ala- 


meda delegates. A side scene looked 
imminent. The convention refused to 
sustain the chair by 166 ayes to 286 
noes. Scenes of confusion followed. 
The chair ordered tne roll of the Ala- 
meda delegation called. More coufu- 
sion followed, and many remarks were 
made by the delegates concerning 
those who came to the convention to 
break pledges and the instructions of 


the people. 
CONFUSION AMONG THE HEARST MEN. 


Great confusion followed the an- 
nouncement of the result of the first 


ballot. Motion for recess till 1:30 car- 
ried. Hearst's vote disappointed his 
followers. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Convention reassembled at 1:04 
p. u., President Boggs presiding. The 
annexed resolution was read, and a 
question arose whether the Committee 
on Resolutions had reported favorably 


to it: 

Resolved, That the correct principle 
which should govern the Railroad Com- 
missioners electe { under the Constitu- 
tion of this State in fixing rates of fares 
and freights to be collected by the rail- 
roads of this State, is first to ascertain 
the value in cash of franchise, rolling 
stock and road bed, and appurtenances, 
and upon such valuation to fix the rate 
of fares and freight so that after pay- 
ing the running expenses of the road, 
to pay to the shareholders six per cent. 
per annum on the valuation made as 
aforesaid. 


The closing paragraph pledges the 
nominees for Railroad Commissioners 
to this plan. 

Wallace Leach, af Sun Diego, threat- 
ened that his people would not be gov- 
erned by the decree of the conven- 
tion on this subject. Points of order 
were raised that only balloting for 
Governor was in order. 


All resolutions were referred and the | N 


second ballot for Governor began. 
THE UNIT RULE. 

A fight arose at once over the unit 
rule. Alameda voted solid for Stone- 
man. Gibbons claimed the right of 
voting according to his own convic- 
tions. MeCleverty, Chairman of the 
Alameda delegation, said that the del- 
egates had been instructed to vote as 
aunit. Gibbons did not recognize the 
unit rule, and stigmatized the attempt 
to enforce it asa piece of machine boss- 
ism. He moved,asthe sense of the 
convention that each delegate should 
vote as he saw fit. Hirschberg, of 
Alameda, read the resolution of the 
Alameda County Convention instruct- 
ing the delegates to vote as a unit for 
the choice of the majority. The chair 
ruled in favor of the unit rule. An ap- 
peal was taken and a roll call de- 
munded.

Only a 
few members of the press and jail 
officers will be permitted to wiiness 
the execution. The gallows was erected 
some days ugo in the east corrider, 
north wing. Miss Chevallier, of Boston, 
Secretary of the National Society for 
the Protection of the Insane, had a 
short interview with the President 
yesterday in reference to Guiteau's 
case, and arranged for an audience 
with the President to-morrow, when 
Dr. George M. Beard and others will 
advance arguments in favor of a short 
respite, in ‘order to allow the proper 
commission ‘to fully investigate the 
question of Guiteau’s insanity.

Garfield, and tell her the peculiar cir- 
cumstance of her brother's birth, as 
only one woman can tell another, and 
ask her to intercede for a reprieve for 
him till October.

For 
Congressman at large, Narriot Bersius 
was nominated on the first ballot. 
The convention adopted resolutions 
empowering the State Committce to 
fill vacancies on the ticket, and ad- 
journed.

The opening of the third day of 
the convention had nothing of interest 
until the balloting for Gubernatorial 
candidate began. And the interest 
even in that was measurably less than 
the interest in it on the previous day, 
for the opinion had rapidly gained 
strength that the nominee was a dead 
cock in the pit whoever he might be 
All the old Democrats of the days of 
49 to 0 hung their heads in shame 
over the platform and its maker, and 
many wisely considered they would 
be influential in driving away so many 
votes that all hopes of success were 
gone. This was the Democratic side 
of the house. The Republicans were 
at once rendered confident of success, 
for recent events and canvassing had 
shown them that the sentiment of the 
masses can be relied upon to bury that 
Democratic platform so deep that no 
ordinary Gabriel can resurrect it.

At this distance from the 
Convention, and knowing little of the 
work being done by the respective 
candidates, we would not hazard a pre- 
diction us to the result. We however 
can say we think Stoneman’s case looks 
better than at the beginning. 


TERRY—EXPRESS. 


We took occasion to speak a few un- 
varnished truths in our last issue con- 
cerning the manipulation of the Demo- 
cratic Convention by the immaculate 
patriot, D. S. Terry, for which our 
hoary contemporary, the xpress, calls 
us to account with a degree of warmth 
that were worthy of a better c use. 
Were it not for the flavor of hypocrisy 
that permeate~ the criticism of that 
independent journal,” we should not 
feel called upon to notice the tirade, 
but is it quite consistent with inde- 
pendence to become the champion of a 
blatant Democratic platform and the 
instrument of a Democratic boss? 
Show your colors, neighbor; it is far 
more manly. Your championship of 
Democracy aud of things Democratic 
is by far too loud be stifled by a silly 
subterfuge.

THE SPANISH VOTY. 
Our readers will remember that the 
Democratic County Committee of Santa 
Barbara unseated Nick Covarrubias for 
the alleged reason that, because doing 
business in Los Angeles. he had lost 
his residence in Santa Barbara. The 
action of the Committee caused much 
feeling, and in the discussion incident 
upon the act it has come to the surface 
that the alleged reason of forfeiture of 
residence was not the real one. It ap- 
pears upon what is considered good 
Democratic testimony that the blow 
aimed at Covarrubias was intended for 
his “piasanos™* and kindred, the native 
Californians, One Democrat writes of 
the removal of Mr. Covarrubias: “The 
Democrats are happy in being purged 
of an element of discord,” etc., and a 
member of the Committee is quoted as 
saying “they didn’t want any Mexi- 
cans.”

The 
men of his day possessed a proper 
self-iespect, and did not do violence to 
the proprieties of things by making 
him an exponent of the principles 
which should obtain in the govern- 
ment he sought to destroy.

It 
requires u peculiar sense of propriety 
in any man to desire to forget the mis- 
ery he was the author of, and to erase 
all recollection of our dead and the 
cost of their funerals. To parade him, 
or those who rushed to don the epau- 
lettes of his cause, before the public, 
and place them in the posts of honor, 
is an offence against public propricty, 
and their toadies will learn that the 
people will resent it.

“Justice” Excepts to “Observer's”

“Cable Roads over the signature of 
„Observer was such a misrepresenta- 
tion of facts that I feel it my duty, or 


| the duty of anyone acquainted with the 


subject, to correct the error, whether it 


be one of ignorance or malice. Speak- 
ing of the failure of the cable road in 
Chicago Observer says We would 
suggest to our brethren in Chicago that 
possibly the fault found with the cable 
road just built there should be laid not 
so much at the door of the cable system 
as at the inability of their engineer who 
was superintendent at one time of the 
Sutter street road in San Francisco. 

We believe that if Henry Casebolt pos- 
sesses the ability to successfully con- 
struct and manage a cable railroad it 1s 
one of his acquisitions since he lett Cali- 
fornia.”’ othing could be farther 
from the mark than the above quota- 
tion. In the first place Henry Casebolt 
has not left California. In the second 
place he did not build or have anything 
to do with the Chicago road, and in the 
third place the roads that he did build 
are now, and have been ever since their 
construction,in successful operation, and 
that his system is better than the Hallida 
no better proof is needed than the 
fact that when Gov. Stanford built the 
California street road he obtained from 
Mr. Casebolt permission to use his sys- 
tem of grips. The California street road 
was not built until after the Sutter 
street road had been in successful oper- 
ation for a long time. The engineer 
who superintended the building of the 
Chicago road was the macbinist who 
— the first grips for Mr. 

Casebolt, and after getting Mr.Casebolt’s 
ideas he went on to Chicago represent- 


ing that he was the inventor, and got up { 


a company and built the road at present 
in operation there, but as Mr. Case- 
bolt made several improvements in his 
grips before taking out his patents the 
probability is that the Chicago system 
of cable roads is not nearly so perfect 
as the Sutter street system, all of which 
is to Mr. Casebolt’s credit.

LIVE STOCK. 


Statistics Presented by a Recent 
Census Bulletin. 


Stock, Both for the United States 
and California. 


A Census Bulletin just issued giv 
table showing the hve stock of 
United States on farms June 1, 1880, 
with the rate per cent. of increase, 1870- 
1880 ; to which is added, for compara- 
tive purposes, the rate per cent. of in- 
crease in population and in the produc- 
tion of Indian corn. .A preliminary 
note by Superintendent Seaton says: 
„Ranch stock is not included in these 
figures, nor are horses, mules, cows and 
swine (in cities and elsewhere) belong- 
ing to persons not owning or occupying 
arms. The number of sheep given is 
exclusive of spring lambs, being in fact 
those shorn at the spring clip of 1880. 
It will be seen that all classes of live 
stock, except working oxen, show a rate 
of increase considerably larger than 
that of population, the exception in the 
case of sheep being probably only ap- 
parent, as in 1870, in spite of the in- 
structions from the Census Office, a 
considerable number of spring lambs 
were included in the report of sheep. 
The number of working oxen has in- 
creased in only fifteen ot the forty-seven 
States and Territories, and, with the 
exception of Michigan, this increase is 
confined to the South and Far West.“ 
These remarks apply generally, of 
course, and to the United States as a 
whole.

The decrease of 25 per cent. in 
the number of working oxen in the 
United States, and of 62 per cent. in 
California, shows strikingly how more 
rapid means of 1 are taking 
the place of the toilsome ox-cart— the 
cumbersome carreta. Those ancient in- 
stitutions won’t do in this fast age—they 
are not sudden enough for our precipi- 
tate people. The immense increase in 
the production of Indian corn, viz., 131 
per cent. in the United States and 63 
per cent. in California, is remarkable; 
so also is the increase in the number of 
swine, showing that the consumption ot 
pork, hams and bacon, or “ flitch,”’ 
poss on despite the terrors of trichinwe. 

e increase of 61 per cent. in the num- 
ber of mules and asses in the United 
States is explainable. The Democratic 
and Greenback parties have been on the 
increase ever since 1870. ,
